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EUROPE ENDORSES AMERICAN COURSE 


United States to Send No More Troops to China, RockhiU Ar- 


rives in Japan and Gets More Instructions. Americans 


Led in the Attack on the Sacred City 


POPULISTS NOTIFY BRYAN 


Meets Representatives of Populists and 


Monetary Leagus. 
Touches Upon 


Silver, Militarism and Trusts 


Washington, AUK. 24.—The United 


States has taken the lead in replying to 
China that there will be no temporizing 
negotiations, and there is every reason to 
believe the powers will be united In this 
earns policy. 


The answer of the United States was 


quickly followed by similar action on 
the part of Germany, the Berlin foreign 
office delivering to the Chinese minister 
an answer-refusing to enter into negotia- 
tions on the ground that there was no 
evidence that Li Hung Chang's cre- 
dentials gave him sufficient power to 
fcct, and that nothing short of complete 
authority from the responsible rulers of 
China, the emperor and empress dow- 
*ger, could be regarded as sufficient. 


Soon after this action at Berlin, the 


German charge of affairs, Baron Von 
Sternburg, was advised by cable, and he 
called at the state department to inform 
••the authorities of Germany's course. 
•There was an exchange of felicitations, 
ws it was looked upon as another evidence 
of the uniformity of action, between the 
^United State* and Germany. 


The Japanese officials expressed their 


•full conviction that Japan would take 
similar action, if, indeed, such action 
already had not been taken. 
It de- 


velops that Japan fs acting with her 
feyea open to this peace overture, as It 
is similar to the overtures at the close 
pf the Jftj^aneee-Chlnese war, when the 
gesstooe of the Shlmonoeki peace con- 
gress came to a halt because the cre- 
dentials of the Chinese officials gave 
them no power to act conclusively. 


Th* cour»e of France and Great Brit- 


fcin has not been made known here, but 
there Is thought to be no doubt that 
fh«s« governments will-decline to treat 
nrith China at this time. 
Each gov- 


ernment, however, la acting entirely on 
Ita own responsibility, and there was no 
gire-arrengenient to to the reply. 
Tha 


glutted States acted entirely on its own 
Initiative, and, as it has turned ottt, 
pcte& first and In such a way as to have 
Vther governments take like action. 


The important development in the 


Chinese situation Thursday -was the de- 
cision of the government not to send any 
rnone troops to China. All the troops 
now at sea, amounting to about 4000, to- 
gether -with those under orders for ser- 
vice to the far east, which have not 
•aijled, amounting to about 3000 more, 
will be sent to Manila. Tihese troops 
•will sail on tire same route, and upon 
touching at Nagasaki will go on to Ma- 
nila unless there are developments ia 
China not now expected "which would 
inake their presence in that cauntsry 
necessary. 


Secretary Root said that no mora 


troops were being sent to China because 
they were not needed- With the arrival 
a f Taku of the Hancock, and the troops 
sh = carried. General Chaffee will have 
EOOrt available men, which is deemed 
sufficient for all present purposes. 
The 


decision of the department was not based 
upm any recommendation made by 
General Chaffee, but upon reports re- 
ceived from him which made it apparent 
that no more troops were necied. 


It was stated at the war department 


that the encouraging condition in China 
was the main reason why the ord-ers re- 
garding the troops were issued. It was 
said that SOOO or 7000 troops would be 
affected by the order. 


A dispatch was received from General 


Chaffee Thursday, dated Pekin, Aug. 15. 
Which was not in response to the re- 
quest sent him a few days ago to re- 
port the ctmditions and requirements. 
General Chaffee did not report further 
fighting at Pekln, and for that reason 
*he Washington officials feel assured 
that hostile demonstrations in the Chi- 
nese capital have ceased. 


The dispatch related largely to trans- 


jportation, conditions, and stated that tha 
railroad between Taku and Pekin could 
tot be used at the present time, as por- 
tions ol it bad been destroyed by tha 
Chinese. 
General Chaffee will oo- 


feperate with the other commanders in 
China in reconstructing the road for the 
nse of the allied forces. 
General Chaf- 


fee also reported that the telegraph line, 
Which -was conistmoted by the signal 
•orps from Tientsin to Pekin, is fre- 
quently Interrupted, "being cut, probably, 
by hostile Chinese. 


At a conference at the "White House, 


tn which the president. Secretary Root 
and Acting Secretary Adee participated, 
careful instructions were prepared for 
9Sr. RockhiU. the United States special 
commissioner to China, to be forwarded 
to 'him at once for his guidance. 
The 


»tate department received a dispatch 
from Mr. Bockhill Thursday, dated Yo- 
fr*A»TM briefly announcing his arrival 
there. 
This brought about the "White 


House conference, and the preparation 
of the instructional 
Mr. Adee stated 


that, as the instructions related to pend- 
ing affairs, it would be Inexpedient to 
make public anything In reference to 
Item. 


AMERICANS LED IN 


ATTACKJM_ SACRED CITY 


London, Aug. 24.—-A copyrighted As- 


tociated Press dispatch from Pekin, 
Bated Aug. 15, via Chefoo, Aug. 22, says: 
The Americans breached three gates 
before the imperial palace and occupied 
the approaches to the last wall. Cap- 
lain Henry 3. Reilly, battery F, Fifth 
[United States artillery, and five pri- 
vates were killed, and 1C were wounded. 
During the afternoon the Americans re- 
turned to camp, pending a conference, be- 
tween the generals. 
Thereupon, the 


Russians occupied the approaches to the 
palace. 


Captain Reilly was standing on tha 


wall and directing the fire of his battery, 
when a bullet struck him In the mouth, 
killing him Instantly. The battery ham- 
mered at the gates until they fell.

Mr. Bryan was at 
the same time informed of the endorse- 
ment of his candidacy by the United 
States Monetary league, this notification 
being given by A. W. Rucker. 


The 
ceremonies occurred in 
the 


grounds of the state capital, and were 
witnessed by a large number of people. 
The weather was intensely hot, and the 
impatience of the crowd compelled the 
speakers preceding Mr. Bryan to cur- 
tail their remarks. 
As a result the en- 


tire proceedings covered only about an 
hour and a half. 


State Chairman RWgeley of the Pop- 


ulist party assumed the chair, and in- 
troduced James A. Troutman, who. as 
the representative of the mayor of To- 
peka, welcomed Mr. Bryan to the city. 
His speech was personally compli- 
mentary to Mr. Bryan. 


Mr. Troutman was followed by Frank 


Doster, chief Justice of tha stale, who 
extended the welcome of the state at 
large. 
Ex-Congressman Simpson was 


introduced as the permanent chairman. 
Mr. Simpson compared Mr. Bryan with 
Lincoln, and predicted that he would 
lead the people back to the landmark of 
human, liberty. 


Judge A. W. Rucker, who conveyed to 


Mr. Bryan the information of his en- 
dorsement by the Unlti-d States Mone- 
tary league, curtailed his speech, owing 
to the heat. When he took his seat, Mr. 
Simpson introduced Mr. Bryan, whowaa 
received with a burst of applause. 


Mr. Bryan read the greater part of his 


address from manuscript, and the de- 
livery consumed about 40 minutes. Be- 
fore beginning- his address proper, Mr. 
Bryan replied to Mr. Troutman's wel- 
coming remarks, thajuking the authori- 
ties of this state and city for tbe non- 
partisan welcome which has been de- 
livered through Mr. Troutman. 
"I ap- 


preciate," he said, "that liberty of 
thcjught, that generosity too infrequent 
in politiqs that enables political op- 
ponents ti> thus tender the freedom of 
the city to onft with whom they do not 
agree on political questions." 


Mr. Bryan's speech,began by reciting 


the reasons for fimon of Populists and 
Democrats, stating that the> two parties 
have the same fundamental principles. 
He touched the silver and c»gnia,-te ques- 
tions ojjly lightly to show "Republican in- 
consistency, 'and to give reason's why the 
PopuUsts should still remain opposed to 
the Republicans. , He then took up the 
trust ques'tion as applied to farmers, de- 
claring that the fanner is robbed and is? 
defenseless. 
Pa&sing to the issue of 


imperialism and miljtajism he laid stress 
on the burdens which a large standing 
army will impose on the country, and es- 
pecially on the farrrer. 
His adflress 


followed closely upon the lines of his 
other recent speeches. 


He said that when his speech was pre- 


pared and given to the pri^ss he dlj not' 
know that formal announcement orthe 
resolutions passed by the Monetary 
leag-ue would $? made at th^s time. "The 
Monetary league,*' he said, "has for four 
years been active in the distribution of 
literature connected with the monej' 
question, aimed at the enlightenment of 
the voters, and I have on former occa- 
sions and clo now express my commer.da- 
tion of the efforts of this league and of 
Similar leagues to spread before the peo- 
ple information on'the money question, 
because I believe that the more the ques- 
tion, is studied and the batter it is under- 
stood, the stronger will be the demand for 
the restoration of the double standards 
In the United States."

Afterwards h« 
embarked in an unsuccessful financial 
venture in New York, where, later, he 
raised -an American legion to aid Garlv 
baldi in the conquest of the Sicilies, and 
became a colonel. 
He subsequently 


came to America and fought on'the side 
of the north in the Civil war, during 
which he won the rank of general. Ha 
returned to Europe in 1867, took part in 
the Fenian agitation of that year, and 
was accused by the newspapers of lead- 
ing, under an assumed najne, the attack 
on Chester. 
He next went to Europe 


and joined the revolutionary movement. 
He became minister of war under tha 
commune, and for a time was>at the head 
of all its military operations. 
He was 


sentenced to death for his participation 
in the uprising, and lied from the coun- 
try. 
He devoted himself to journalism 


abroad and returned to Pans after tha 
declaration of amnesty, but was again 
obliged to leave France on account of 
his anarchist writings. 
Once more he 


returned to this country and supported 
the late General Boulanger. 
He waa , 


elected a deputy from Toulon In 1388, and 
has been con'stantly re-elected.

They have learned 


that "it is estimated" acts on the samo 
principle as a boy's 'over the left' and 
authorizes them to tell with impunity 
the most jaw dropping, eye bulging 
whoppers, causing the public to wag 
heads and cluck; "Tchk! Look at that 
now! 
There's learning for you!'

and die. While tbe entomologist wonders 
what for, a fly buzzes past his oar. He 
chaacs it away. 
It comes back. lie 


slaps ut it. It dodges, buzzing gleefully, 
and alights again. lie flutters his hand 
and shoos it from him. He thinks it is 
simply another cnse of a fly's persever- 
ance. So floes not'knew, he cannot un- 
derstand, that it is mocking his failure 
with the cry of: 'A-a-a-a-ah! Did you 
•T«r get left? "

to go to Cleveiand and lynch Peck, but 
there was no good ground for the rumor. 
The arrival of the troops distracted tha 
attention of the lawieasly inclined, andl 
had a salutary eJtcot on those who would 
have delighted in a recurrence of too 
rioting. 


When day dawned, it revealed a scene 


of desolation, and the evidences of vio- 
lence and lawlessness unparalled in tha 
history of this city. 
The rioters had 


done their work and had 
dispersed. 


One child was lying coW in death, and 
nearly a score of people were suffering 
from the wounds of pistol balls, buck^ 
ehot and missiles. 


The city building was a heap of smoul- 


dering ruins and besiade It steamqg. tha 
waJter-soakea a'Sbes of Columbia hall. 
The police force of the city was disor- 
ganized and scattered. 
The chief was 


fleeSbg in desperation from the acena' 
of bloodshed, riot aad burning, crazed 
by what his men had done. 


Electric wires, deadly to touch, lay 


across the streets in the vicinity of the 
burned building, and debris of all kinds 
was scattered far and near. The down- 
town streets were just as the mob left 
them. 


There was no evidence of ill-will or dis- 


quiet on the part of the crowd at the 
lines. The turbulent element had slunk 
away with the coming of daylight, and 
order was onoejmore fully restored. 
At 


6 o'clock tha crowds began to increase, as 
the curious spectators hurried to the 
scene of the trouble. 
A policeman ap- 


peared and then another, timid at first, 
but with increasing assurance as no vio- 
lence was offered. 
Then company C of 


Canton, a detachment of the Eighth Ohio 
regiment, marched down the street from 
the train, and halting before the ruins 
of the building: at once began patrolling 
the flre lines. 


A£ the troop* march-ed up the main 


thoroughfares, hisses and groans were 
beard. 
The lawless element, which 


figured so prominently in the rioting was 
still In evidence, although no open re- 
sistance to the troops was shown. 


At 9:20 four companies of the Fourth 


regiment arrived in the city and marched 
to the scene of the rioting. 
Shortly be- 


fore 10 o'clock Mayor Young issued a 
proclamation, closing every saloon in 
Akron until further orders. 


Last night martial law went into ef- 


fect, and the Qity ia quiet, though many 
people fear there i\ill be renewed diis- 
Ojder. 
Crowds are 
not allowed to 


gather, the soldiers dispersing them as 
fast as they form.

/ARRAGUT'S GREATEST VICTORY AND 


HOW HE WON IT. 


rhe Story of the Battle of Mottle 


Boy, In Whlcli the Great Admiral 
Fearlcbaiy Suited Over tho Milieu 


toa In the Harbor. 


On the night of Aug. 4, 1SC4, the Union 


leet rode at anqhor outside the harbor of 
Mobile. 
TJIO deiuuses of the bay were 


-Y>ruiidable and carefully devised. 
The 


inly deep water channel for the pasbus?e 
>f ships h.iy directly under tho guns of 
Fort Morgan, the waters of the Lay be- 
ug for the mo:>t part shallow. Across 
-hd entrance, from Fort Guinea to the 
>dge of the •Htxy channel, the Confeder- 
ites had driven a double Hue of stakes und 
n the channel itt.e!f they sunk a. triple 
•ow of torpedoes and bubmarmo mortar 
jntteries. 


Within the harbor aud above Fort Mor- 


j«n lay the Confederate fleet, eemuaml- 
id by Admiral Buchanan. CousKtiug of 
three gunboats and the iixmohid ram 
Tennessee. It was small in point of nuia- 
ier, but formidable from the &trength of 
-he Tennessee, au improvement on the 
Ylerrinme and the most powerful ironclad 
.•oustructed in the south. 


Against this array of forts, vessels and 


.mbmaiiue uiines, Admiral Farrugut com- 
iianued a fleet of 21 wooden vessels and 
.'our monitors. 


Every preparation having been made for 


±e approaching battle, Admiral Fnrra- 
jnt, in the silent watches of the night, 
went below into nib cabin, as Nelson had 
lone before him at Trafalgar, and wrote 
.o his wife, "I am going into Mobile in 
-he moiuing, if God is my leader." At 
jalf past 5 next morning while the ad- 
aiiral was quietly breuktasting, he said 
-o his fleet captain, ''Well, Drayton, we 
.night as well get under way," and an 
hour later the line of battle moved slowly 
\uto the bay. Lashed together two by 
.wo, the vessels sailed in pairs, a smaller 
with a larger bhip, the Brooklyn leading 
ie column and followed by Farragut's 
iagship, the Hartford. Ahead, in single 
51e, went the four monitors, led by the 
Pecumseh. 


Farragnt had ordered himself lashed to 


':u* rigging close under the maintop, from 
Vhere he could clearly see the progress of 
-he battle. The Teeumseh fired the first 
-wo shots and was the first to attempt 
he dangerous crossing of the line of tor- 
jedoes. The monitor had singled out the 
Tennessee and was bearing down upon 
_ier. She was within a hundred yards of 
.he Confederate ram, when a sudden ex- 
plosion was heard, and the Tecumseh, 
Having struck a torpedo, plunged head- 
foremost, with her colors still flying, to 
Jie bottom of the channel. 


The critical moment of the fight had 


aow come. The wooden vessels backed 
apon one another and became entangled 
-u what seemed to be inextricable confu- 
iion. The line of battle was doubled up 
In the moat dangerous part of the pas- 
sage; the ships were at the mercy of the 
juns of the fort and the enemy's vessels. 


The brilliant daring of Farragnt in 


:his crucial test, his prompt decision and 
3old action were the qualities that won 
-he day at Mobile, as they were on that 
\Iay day when Dewey entered the harbor 
jf Manila. 


Seeing that the Brooklyn wavered after 


"die terrible disaster of the Teeumseh, the 
idmiral signaled, "What's the trouble?" 
Thp answer came, '^Torpedoes ahead!" 
Then followed Farragut's famous reply, 
which will go down in history: " 
the 


:orpedoes! 
Go ahead. Four bells (full 


Jpeed)." 


The admiral's flagship, the Hartford, 


now took the lead. On she went, full 
speed, straight for the line of torpedoes. 
Complete silence fell upon the crew as 
.he flagship passed the fatal line. A 
scraping sound was heard against tha 
copper bottom of the vessel, but no ex- 
plosion followed, and as the warship 
cleared the submarine defenses with fly- 
ing colors, tie victory was practically 
won. After a short delay the other ves- 
sels followed their admiral across the line 
ind up into the bay. 


During all this time the Union ships 


had been exposed to a galling fire from 
the forts and the gunboats, answering 
wijth their own formidable broadside and 
moving hi a very storm of shot, which 
Inflicted heavy losses and great damage. 
Fort Morgan npj the line of torpedoes 
jad been bravely passed, the Confed- 
arate gunboats had surrendered or taken 
to flight, and the various vessels of Far- 
.ragut's fleet were brought to anchor 
arojjnd the flagship in the upper part of 
the bay. At this stage of the conflict 
Admiral Buchanan made hia great error. 


k 
Instead of remaining under the protect- 


r 
_ag batteries of Fort Morgan h"e brought 


Vy ie Tennessee up the bay, inviting a 


lingle handed fight with the whole Union 
3eet. It was a charge of splendid dar- 
ng, but ill advised and purposeless. 


Farragut's men had been leisurely eat- 


ing their breakfast and clearing their 
decks from the debris of the battle, ex- 
pecting several hours of quiet, when the 
warning cry, "The ram is coming!" ran 
irough the ranks. Instantly the order 
was given, "Attack the ram. * * * at 
/nil speed," and the great ramming strug- 
gle began. 


Again end again the big wooden ves- 
sels charged, bows on, and struck the 
enemy's konclad. Blow followed blow 
tnd etUl tLe Tennessee stood impregna- 
ble. The shot of the broadside's glanced 
aarmlessly from her armored sides. 


After awhile the monitors joined in 


-he contest, and the continuons hammer- 
Ing was kept up while shot after shot 
-jhook the great frame of the Tennessee. 
At last the rudder chains were shot away, 
lie smokestack was broken, the ship be- 
came helpless and Admiral Buchanan 
was wounded In tlte leg. The command 
was taken by Captain Johnston, who for 
20 minutes longer held ont against the 
fearful pounding, and then, damaged and 
Jisabled, the Tennessee ran up the white 
-Sag and surrendered. 


Thus was the great fight ended and 


Farragnt left master of the bay. Deeds 
•af fallantry and heroism, which arous- 
ed the admiration of the entire land, 
brightened these scenes of horror, and the 
«al and skill of the officers, the discipline 
of the orews and the splendid marksman- 
thip of the gunners brought out the high- 
<*st commendations from Farragnt. 


On both sides the courage of the men 


rag only~~equaled by the remarkable dar- 
ing of the two admirals. But with Bu- 
chanan this amounted to recklessness, 
with.

Wn»t 
t»3d to Reduce Tlieii 


Aftont 200 A. D. 


We know from ancient history that 


•ome of the greatest men of the old 
world were fat, but it ia news to hear 
that they were troubled iu their minds 011 
that account. Banting is generally sup- 
posed to be an invention of the pptsent 
century, but that this is not the case is 
shown by the treatise by Galen on the 
foods best adapted for preventing or re- 
ducing obesity, which has aow been edit- 
ed for the first time in the original Greek 
by a German scholar. 


From an interesting account supplied 


by a writer in The Lancet we learn that 
the treatise in Question, which was writ- 
ten somewhere in the second century A. 
D., was discovered in 1840 and purchased 
by the Bibliotheque Nationale. The man- 
uscript wds frequently referred to by an- 
cient authors, and thei'e seems no reason 
to doubt that It is roaJly the work of the 
famous physician. Be that a6 it may, it 
is noteworthy that the treatise is a scien- 
tific anticipation of the* banting system 
which became popular about the middle 
of this century. Galen deprecates the 
use of drugs and says that the proper 
way t6 reduce fat Is by dieting. He rec- 
ommends eating leeka, onions, mustard 
and nasturtiums, among green herbs, and 
fishes which haunt rocks and birds fre- 
quenting mountains, saying that aqnatlc 
birds are fat producers. 


One of his most curious hints is that 


vegetables which have been preserved in 
vinegar or brine are food for the fat, 
and herein he anticipates the "mixed 
pickles," which tire considered on the con- 
tinent to be a purely English invention. 
Some of his recommendations read very 
comically nowadays, but all of them are 
full of common sense, and it seems extra- 
ordinary that so much knowledge should 
be lost to the world for so many years. 
There is nothing new under the sun, not 
even the present craze for a slim figure, 
and Galen's treatise shows us that after 
nil people of 1,700 years ago were men 
of like passions with ourselves.—London

'Already the shout te going up that 


the administrator! is seeking a pretext 
to keep the United States troops in 
China that the president and hisjad- 
vteera may satisfy their imperialistic 
desires. 
No* much, was required to 


start the shouting. All that there has 
been to offer as an excuse for it was 
the statement that the present chaotic 
state of affairs in the empire miErfit 
require the Veaence of the troops for 
a longer period than was at first 
thought to be necessary, that they 
might have to remain* on into the win- 
ter. 


The demand of th« amti-adininlstra- 


tion mean is, with'draw the troops and 
enter into negotiations with 14 Hung 
Chang. If It Is right for the United 
States to •withdraw, flcrw that H^ le- 
gations have been rescued at eonsid- 
erable loss of life and heavy coat, it is 
also rteht for all the other powers to 
withdraw.

There was not the first indication of 
friendliness on the part of the Chinese 
government. Its armeA forces con- 
tested every Bi«0 of the allies towards 
Pekln, when the matt*, might have 
been made without the firing of a shot 
or the loss of a life or« either stdo, 
And when Pekia was reached the rul- 
ers had fled, taking with them a nu- 
merous army, thus proving' conclusive- 
ly that they had been In a position to 
command and could have prevented or 
stopped the outrages upon the legu- 
tlone.

Shake bonds with 
them and part friends, &ankinig them 
for letting tho ministers and foreign- 
ers live- until an army 50,000 strong 
fought its way to their rescue? Not 
much. That government or the Chi- 
nese nation, if there is such, a thing, 
must understand that the 
civilized 


powers are \n earnest and that, while 
it is pretty to talk <sf holding up the 
other cheek, such things do not go in 
this age, not so long as thPi-e is a 
China as we know h«r. The United 
States government must keep its forces 
in China while one of its citizens or 
one of Its rights jg imperiled. It canaiot 
withdraw uuiUl there is a comi>«>tent 
authority to take Its place. Of course 
ft could souttie and leave its citizens 
to be protected by the other powers, 
but that would not be American, 
though it would be "patriotic," accord- 
ing to the new school. It could be fool 
eMQuarb to get out with its minister 
alive and abandon every treaty and 
other right that has been solemnly 
accorded1 to it, and! from the same new 
school earn the pronouncement of be- 
tog "wise" and "statesmanlike." But 
this, also, would not be American, un- 
less of the most recent brand. 


And it may be inquired whether or 


not the preseiice of th« United States 
in China, firmly adhering to the oolicv 
of Chinese national and territorial in- 
tegrity, is not by far the better thing 
for that blade sheep, efl the family of 
nations.

AGRICULTURE IN CHINA. 


Interesting Facts About the 


Grains and Fruits. 


BACK GIVES OUT 


WHilATGBOWHATHIGHELBVATIOH 


Baa Been Cultl-raied la Some Places 


at 0.0. Altitude of 12,000 Feet—Vari- 
eties of Fruit WlUeh Would B« 
Valuable Acquisitions to Ae»lcul- 
tari«t» In tbo Butted State*. 
"China fcan teach the \rorld some 


great lessons In agriculture," said Mr. 
F. V. Ooville, chief botanist of the de- 
partment of agriculture, to the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Post the other afternoon. 
"For ex- 


ample, wo know that there are certain 
cereala cultivated on the headwaters 
of the Yang-tse river, at an elevation 
of 13,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. They grow wheat there in some 
places at an altitude of 12,000 feet, 
whereas 4n this country very little can 
be raised at an elevation of 8,000 feet, 
and that is in Arizona, where It is very 
warm- But the real test of the ability j 
of the Chinese In this direction is af- 
forded by a comparison of cereal ele- 
vations with the timber line. They 
raise wheat within 1,POO feet of the 
timber line on the platean of Turkes- 
tan, while In Arizona our timber line 
Is 4,500 feet above the wheat belt 


"A timber line furnishes a very defi- 


nite basis of climatic measurement the 
world over, Just as the sea does for the 
measurement of altitude. One thou- 
sand feet below the timber line in Ari- 
zona would mean substantially the 
same cUmatlc conditions as 1,000 feet 
below the timber line in New England^ 
and so when we say that the Chinese 
raise wheat within 1,500 feet of that 
line we mean that they have develop- 
ed a strain which Is far more resisting 
of cold and drought than anything that 
we have In Europe or North America. 
Their civilization is so much older than 
ours that the gradual development of 
these strains has been brought about, 
and we could to advantage bring some 
of them into use here. We have now 
a representative of the department In 
the upper Yang-tse, where he went for 
the purpose of gathering specimens for 
Introduction here. Nothing has been 
heard of him for some time, and not a" 
Bttle anxiety Is felt in his behalf. 


"Besides the wheat and other cereals, 


China is said to have a considerable 
advantage over us in orange culture. 
The Yang-tse valley produces a de- 
licious orange, according to reports we 
have received, in districts where the 
trees are subjected to a temperature of 
20 degrees below the freezing point. 
That part of China on the borderland 
of the great Turkestan plateau Is also 
the home of the peach, and it was from 
•outhwestern Asia that the modern 
world secured this valuable fruit. They 
have varieties there now quite different 
from any that grow in this country— 
toot necessarily better, for the develop- 
ment has been along different lines in 
the two hemispheres. 
Only a little 


While ago a peach was introduced from 
China into Florida, known as the Peen- 
to, which is shaped like a tomato—very 
short from stem to pit. It has a short, 
stout stone, and its flavor is delicious. 
It does not seem to be a good shipping 
peach and for that reason seldom gets 
to the northern market. Neither is it 
especially adapted for canning, where 
the chief requirement Is a certain firm- 
ness. The sugar used In canning takes 
the place of many natural defects in 
flavor and sweetness which the frijit 
may have. 
So the canning factories 


do not need a peach of the type of the 
Peento, and thus far its use has been 
confined to the local markets. There are 
other varieties from China, however, 
which may be better adapted to the 
commercial needs of this country, and 
upon that subject our agent hi the 
Yang-tse was probably working when 
the recent disturbances broke out 


"It was from this plateau of Asia, 


extending through 
Turkestan, 
by 


•which China Is bounded on the west, 
that we obtained the Turkestan alfal- 
fa, one of the best of our forage plants. 
We found It growing there In con- 
ditions of great dryness and great cold, 
aad when the plant was subjected to 
the same conditions In our far western 
states it proved most acceptable. 
Its 


introduction has meant an enormous 
extent northward and upward among 
the mountain slopes of the alfalfa cul- 
ture, and alfalfa Is the great forage 
crop of the west 


"From this region, too, has come the 


•winter muskmelon, which Is now grow- 
ing successfully in the west and only 
awaits for its general introduction in 
the east some improvements in the 
method of shipping. This we have de- 
cided to leave to the ingenuity of the 
west This melon grows as large as a 
watermelon, is edible in the months of 
December, January and February and 
is as sweet and delicate In flavor as apy 
muskmelon that can be bought in the 
Washington markets today. I gave 
one last wintpr to a member of con- 
gress who was getting up a dinner for 
Borne of his associates, and, as he after- 
ward told me, it produced a sensation. 
He declared that if those melons could 
be brought into the New York market 
In good condition in midwinter people 
wonlilpay any price for them. Just at 
present the transportation problem is a 
little difficult. They grow In the deep, 
hot valleys of Utah to the best advan- 
tage and when subjected to the long 
Journey seem to lose their firmness. I 
have no doubt, however, but that this 
will be corrected and that the musk- 
melon will be one of the regular winter 
fruits of the future."

The current number of the Textile 


Manufacturers Journal gives consider- 
able space to a description V>f the ap- 
plication of storage batteries to iso- 
lated plants, based onl the success 'of 
the chloride accumulators in the elec- 
tric power and lighting equipment of 
the Arnold print works in this city. 
These have now been In 'operation for 
about a year, and have been very suc- 
cessful. 
The article in the Journal 


says: 


The Arnold print work, North Adams, 


Mass., in adopting the storage battery 
system in its electric plant did so for 
the purpose of steadying its machinery. 
It was found that fluctuations produced 
by the s.tarti;.|g- up of loaded elevators 
were sufficient to overload the gener- 
ator seriously, and, at the same time, 
to cause the speed of the engine to 
drop, thus causing the machinery to 
operate irregularly and the lights to 
flicker badly. 
Moreover, the entire 


lighting load on some days is too heavy 
for the generator alone. The battery 
Is used sometimes as a regulator to 
eliminlate the fluctuations from 
the 


generator load, allowing the latter to 
operate at a steady load. It is used 
for peak work during certain times of 
the year when the lighting road be- 
comes very heavy, and for all-night 
lighting when it is desired to operate 
the napping room at night.

RUINS OF UXMAL, YUCATAN. 


The Old Astec Priests 'Were Skilled 


In Dlecli.tnical Tricks. 


"In the fall of 1897 I spent several 


days examining the ancient ruins of 
TJxmal, in Yucatan," said a gentleman 
who was formerly in the consular serv- 
ice, "an,d during the visit I made * 
curious little discovery which convinced 
me that the old Aztec priests were 
adepts at 
mechanical trickery. 
The 


woods around the main buildings at Us- 
mal are full of scattered ruins of every 
description, and at one point I found a 
singularly perfect column lying in the 
midst of what appeared to be tb.6 debris 
of a small house or 'temple. 


"I conjectured that the column had 


probably been the pedestal of some 
statue or idol, which had stood in the 
center of the edifice, and cleared away 
the underbrush to get a better look sit 
It. It was about 5 feet long by 1^ feet 
in diameter and was covered with char- 
acteristic carving. When I scraped the 
top clean of caked dirt, I was surprised 
to find a hole leading into the interior 
and large enough for me to thrust in my 
thumb. I cut a stick, sounded it and 
found that the hole reached to a point 
about a foot from the base. There it 
connected with another channel running 
off at an angle and leading to a small 
opening hidden in the carving of the 
base. 


"While I was probing the Interior a 


beautifully polished circular stone ping, 
shaped almost exactly like a jug, minus 
the handle, slid out of the lower hole. 
It was made of flint and remarkably 
heavy for its size. What could have 
been its purpose is all guesswork, but 
the theory that seems to me most plausi- 
ble is that it was a weight and had once 
been attached to a cord or thong lead- 
ing up through the main boring. li 
there was a figure of some kind on the 
column, all that smacks pretty strongly 
of some secret mechanical device, and 
euch is the opinion of several well posted 
archaeologists to whom I have described 
the arrangement 


"The 
old Egyptian priests had Idols 


that shed tears,, rolled their eyes and 
groaned, and no doubt the Az+ecs were 
tip to the same dodge. As far as I know, 
this perforated pillar waa the only one 
ol the kind ever found at UauL"

kinds of insects is entirely wrong antt 
should be investigated. Tha town 
needs a new lockup hut if that cannot 
be had, something should be done to 
ikeep the present oak in a. little, better 
condition.

Subject, «T%e Sandwich Ulttnda of 


( 
Anything Blue." 


"On Tuesday CvWilns, kept. 20, 18GO. 


Bamuel Langiiorne Clemens made his 
first appearance ia public ut the Acade- 
my of Music in Pine street, San Fran- 
cisco," says Will M. Cleaaeua 'in Aiub- 
let's. "He had just returned from the 
Sandwich Islands, from where bo had 
b<-eu writing letters oil the islands aud 
the islanders to the Sacramento Union. 
The appearance of Artemus Ward some 
months previous ia San Francisco bud 
aroused an ambition in Mark Twain to 
'go and do likewise,' not for the fame 
that might come to him, not from tha 
money to be earned, but from a spirit of 
pttro mtscliievonsness. Twain was ouu 
of a coterie of bohemians which included 
Bret 
Hai-te, Prentice 
Mulford 
nnd 


Charles Warren Stoddard, ar>d I can im- 
agine how he chuckled to himself when 
be concluded to 'learn a new trick nnd 
surprise the boys.' He secured a hall nnd 
published a sort of Artemus Ward an- 
nouncement that he would deliver a let?" 
tnre about his trip to the Sandwich Is- 
lands. 


"Commenting upon the announcement, 


the San Francisco correspondent of a 
neighboring newspaper wrote: 
" 'We may expect either gay or grave 


remarks, for by recently published let- 
ters he very fully exhibited the resources 
of the islands to the great satisfaction 
of tlie business community. His lecture 
at this time will have a peculiar interest, 
independent of his own rapidly augment- 
ing popularity, from the fact that the 
Queeti (Emma) of said country is now lu 
ctir midst. Everybody is going, aud con- 
sequently a crowded audience will greet 
the maldeti—I believe—lecture of the safe 
brusher. He is not at all an eloquent ora- 
tor, and I fear, as he himself announces 
it, "doors open at 7, the trouble will com- 
mence at 8 o'clock."' 


"'The- "trouble" is over/ wrote thia 


$ame correspondent under date df Oct. 8, 
I860, 'the Inimitable Mark Twain deliv- 
ered birsself Inst night of his first lecture 
on "The Sandwich Islands or Anything 
Else." Pome time before the hour ap- 
pointed to open his head the Academy of 
Music (on Pine street) was densely 
crowded with one of the most fashiona- 
ble audiences it was ever my privilege to 
witness during my long residence in this 
city" The elite of the town were thetp, 
and so was the governor of the state-^-oc- 
cupying one of the boxes—whose rotund 
face was suffused with a halo of mirth 
during the whole entertainment. The au- 
dience promptly notified Mark by the 
usual sign—stamping—that the auspicious 
bout had arrived, and presently the lec- 
turer came sidling and swinging out from 
the left of the stage. His very manner 
produced a generally vociferous laugh 
from the assemblage. He opened with 
an apology, by saying that he had partly 
succeeded in obtaining a band, but, at 
the last moment, the party engaged back- 
ed ont. He Explained that he had hired 
a man to play the "trombone, but he, on 
learning that he was the only person en- 
gaged, came at'the last moment and in- 
formed him that he could not play. This 
placed Mark in a bad predicament, and, 
wishing to know his reasons for deserting 
him at that critical moment, be replied 
"that he wasn't gaping to make a fool of 
himself by sitting' up there on the stnpe 
and blowing his horn all by Wmself." 
After the applause subsided fie assumed 
a very grave countenance and commenc- 
ed his remarks proper with the following 
well known sentence: "'When, in the 
course of human events," etc. He lec- 
tured fully an hour and a quarter, ami 
his humorous sayings were interspersed 
with geographical, agricultural and sta- 
tistical remarks, sometimes branching off 
and reaching beyond—soaring, in the very 
choicest language, up t& the very pinna- 
cle of descriptive power.'"

HIS EVEEY STEP IS WATCHED. 


Secret Service Men. Are Hear Him »« 


All Hour*, Aided by the Pattce and 
Doorkeeper* at the White Hwue. 
Do«« Not Object to Snrveillaae*. 
In view of the recent arrival ia the 


United States of some anarchists, wbo 
come over from Naples for the pur- 
pose of killing President McKinley, it 
is of timely interest to know something 
of the measures taken for guarding 
the chief executive. 


The safeguarding of the life of Pres- 


ident McKinley from anarchists or the 
more feared class, cranks, is divided 
equally between'the United States se- 
cret service and the local police depart- 
ment of Washington. 


To reach the president while to 


Washington one mnst be known or 
have trustworthy credentials, and even 
then, says the New York World, every 
visitor is under constant surveillance, 
and a menacing move would be in- 
stantly arrested by some of the at- 
taches of the White Honse or the se- 
cret service men or local detectives 
constantly on guard at the executive 
mansion. 


George B. Foster, one of the most 


trustworthy men in the secret service, 
is charged with guarding the life of 
President McKinley at ail times when 
he is not in the White House. Foster 
is a big, bluff, hearty fellow who has 
proved himself equal to a#y emergency 
and has the implicit trust of the presi- 
dent himself. He travels on the same 
car, stands on the steps when the pres- 
ident appears and is always on guard 
at the door of the car. An example of 
his vigilance is well illustrated by an 
Incident in one of the recent trips of 
the president 


Mr. McKinley appeared on the plat- 


form for a moment, and a native Vir- 
ginian, squirrel rifle In hand, crowded 
close-up. Foster was at his side in a 
flash and in a few seconds had the 
mountaineer and his gun steered to one 
Bide where no possible danger to the 
president's life could result 


Charles Tbaron, a Swede who is 


fenown as "Prenchy" to the White 
Honse employees, acts as the presi- 
dent's valet on all his tripe and is also 
In the secret service. He is virtually 
the president's bodyguard. His wife 
is Mrs. McKlniey's maid. The two 
mount guard over the president and 
Mrs. McKinley every time they take a 
trip or stop at a strange place, and It 
ts their duty to see tb^at no one reaches 
the private apartments of the president 
and his wife. 


In addition to Foster and Tharon 


there are several reliable^ men fpom the 
secret service always detailed to ac- 
company the president when he Is 
away from Washington. At the White 
House, in aMinon to the secret service 
men, there are doorkajgcrs ajjfd t At- 
taches scattered aH over the house, 
while special policemen patrol all four 
sides of the building at all hours. No 
one is allowed to enter the White 
House except" bytBe, front, door. 


Doorkeepers 'Cise'ejll. J^ieson and 


Gilbert, pi$ked taen^reni tfle. local po- 
lice, are all ste%ni% there," and their 
vigilance is nafering. Once inside there 
ore three or fOUR. more guards to pass 
before the president's door Is reached, 
and here Secretary Oortelyoa meets 
the visitors and learns their business* 
before they are admitted. Only well 
known men—senators, representatives 
and prominent politicians and citizens 
—are given the privilege of a private 
Interview. 


President McKinley never gives any 


directions or makes any suggestions 
about the way he is guarded, and even 
though he himself has no detailed in- 
formation of some of the measures tak- 
en to guard his life he is tractable In 
the bauds of the secret service men and' 
for that reason is much, easier to pro- 
tect

The street fakir is a highly interesting 


character. His fortunes are variable as 
the wind and his place of business as 
changeable. One day finds him in a Bow- 
ery eating house, his pockets bulging 
with dimes and nickles; the next, in line 
with a gang of the city's nondescript 
awaiting hia turn at tha entrance of a 
free soup house. He wanders from city 
to city, wherever the blind goddesa or a 
great gathering of humanity may chance 
to lead, and wherever he goes his voice 
is uppermost in the din, and his little, 
fragile three legged stand or cheap va- 
lise is the center of a curious crowd. He 
is a traveler without funds, a merchant 
without stock and a business man with- 
out capital. 


"How in the world does he get along? 


Where does he obtain a new stock ol 
goods when luck goes against him?" ask- 
ed the reporter of a young inventor who 
iiuti hud many dealings with the "pro- 
fession." 


"Well, it's pretty hard to say," waa the 


reply. "I have known hundreds of them 
and each seems to have a dozen different 
dodges for taking in new stock when he 
finds himself without money. Probably, 
however, I could best answer your ques- 
tion by relating my first experience with 
the fakir." Then the young man, who 
makes a very comfortable living by in- 
venting gewgaws for the childish public 
to buy one day and throw away the neit, 
leaned back in his easy chair and smiled. 


"Two years ago," he said, "I contrived 


a simple toy for children which. I 
thought would 'go,' as the saying is, and 
placed a want 'ad' in one of the papers 
for men to sell it. On reaching my of- 
fice the morning upon which the adver- 
tisement appeared I found the corridol 
crowded with the most heterogeneous 
mass of humanity imaginable. 
Some 


were fairly well dressed, others were 
literally in rags. Yet there was not a 
single man among them but had the 
sharpened features and shrewd, catlika 
eyes of him who wins a living by match- 
ing his wits against the rest of tha 
world. 


"I walked briskly into my office, an- 


ticipating a shower of money from so 
large a crowd. I glanced nervously at tha 
1,000 neatly arranged boxes, each con- 
taining one of my toys, and feared that 
there would not be enough to fill the or- 
ders of my customers. After preparing 
things about the office I opened the door 
and motioned to half a dozen of the fel- 
lows in the hallway. They entered the 
oflBce and glanced at me expectantly. 


"'Got somethin gopd?' asked one, who 


constituted himself spokesman. 


"I opened one of the boxes and ex- 


hibited my toy. It was a simple device, 
made to sell for 10 cents, the fakirs, 
of course, buying it for one-half of the 
retail price. They seemed to like it.

Hfe be/tight ontgw my toy% and de- 
parted. Jn"*ten minutes he returned to 
buy fcrfo more with, the money he had 
received from the first sale. That boy 
waa an example of the man who piles 
up a fortune. 
In three weeks be sold 


800 of the toys. 


"After I had disposed of the boy an 


older man appeared and secured a fair 
etock, in tradfe on my good nature and a 
portable three legged stand, such aa 
many fakirs use in exposing their wares 
for sale upon the street. The next man 
pledged an overcoat similar in appear- 
ance to the first one I had accepted in 
lieu of money and on receiving his quota 
tf toya rushed from the room in great 
haste. Surely, I thought, that fellow ia 
ambitious and anxious to get to work upj 
on the street. I like him. When I turn- 
ed to place the overcoat he had given 
me with the other garment I had taken, 
his haste ia leaving the office was ex- 
plained. There was no other overcoat 
While I was negotiating with the man 
Who left the three legged stand, the other 
rascal had slipped behind my back, se- 
cured the coat and pledged it to me for 
the second time. After this experience I 
saw each fakir alone and watched him 
carefully.

"Gradually my office began to fill up 


<Mth all sorts of pledges, until it resem- 
bled a miniature junk shop, but in a few 
hours the men began to return and re- 
claim their temporary sureties with the 
cash they had realized on the toys. Only 
one man, the fellow who had used the 
overcoat for a pledge the second time, 
failed to return." 


The novelties that are sold on the 


Street in New York do not appear in oth- 
er cities until seven or eight months later. 
Whenever a man invents something new, 
he puts it on sale in the metropolis be- 
Cause the fakirs here are the best in the 
world, and the judgment of New York-i 
era is considered an excellent criterion! 
of the future success or failure of on ar-J 
tide. The greatest obstacle that con- 
fronts an inventor in preparing a toy or 
puzzle to be sold upon the streets is the 
necessary cheapness of the article. Aa. 
the fakirs say, "Anything that passes' 
the 10 cent limit don't go." A man will 
readily spend 5 cents or a dime to- satisfy1 
his curiosity, but more than that he wilf 
tot give. The fakir may have eoma 
knlckknock for 15 cents really worth, 
that amount, and he might talk of its, 
merit in hie peculiar vernacular until hia 
throat dried up, but the crowd would pas9 
him by, for in the majority of cases a 
16 cent purchase means changing a quar- 
ter.On a 10 cent article the fakir intakes 
about half, and the inventor clears 2 OB 
8 cents, hence it ia apparent that where 
an article becomes universally popular 
there is a fortune in store for Its origi- 
nator, as the sales often reach Into the 
millions.—New York Mail and Express.

Cnrltroi PerqnUlt* ot a Noble 


lly Resident in Madrid. 


The rarest collection of women's »nd 


men's clothes is said to be rwned by the 
Duke of Hijaar, Count ot Ribaldeo, in 
Madrid. Prom the year 1432 up to the 
present time the Count Ribaldeo has re- 
cefved every spring as a present from the 
rulers of Spain the clothing worn by the 
sovereign on the day oi the Epiphany. 
Tho collection therefore includes gar- 
ments representative of the height of 
fashion of their various times and for 
both sexes and all ages, from the babies' 
skirts and girls' frocks to the garment* 
of old men and women. 


The annual presentation ot the gowns 


at the residence of the Ribaldeos Is ac- 
companied by curious ceremonies that 
have been In vogue ever since the first 
presentation In 1432. Escorted by a reg- 
iment of cavalry in command of a colo- 
nel, a royal chamberlain sitting in a 
royal ooach drawn by six full bred Anda- 
iusian horses proceeds to the Ribaldeo 
palace. Btoide the chamberlain sits a 
servant carrying on his knees a silver 
tray, whereon the garments are placed. 
Upon reaching the palace the chamber- 
lain and the servant enter and deliver 
the garments to the count, who, In bum- 
ble words, expresses his thanks. 


The origin of the ceremony was in 


1431, when the king of the Castiles, Juan 
III, was visiting Toledo. A number of 
the dignitaries of Spain, headed by the 
Infant DOB Enrique, had conspired to 
assassinate the king. The murder waa 
to take place at a banquet on the day of 
Epiphany, at which tile king was to be 
present. 


During the banquet Don Hodrigo Vil- 


landrando, count of Ribaldeo, approached 
the king, and, after a few hastily whis- 
pered words with him, left the hall with 
the monarch for a side room. The dig- 
nitaries supposed from this that their 
plan had been discovered and with drawn 
swords rushed after the king to cut off 
his escape. In the side room they found 
a man clad in the royal robes. They fell 
upon him, and hacked him to pieces and 
made thielr escape. The king, howev*r, 
had changed clothes with the loyal count, 
and it was the Count *f Ribaldeo who 
had been killed. 


In recognition of the sacrifice Juan III 


gratefully extended to the descendants ot 
the count the privilege to sit to the king's 
right at the annual dinner on the daj of 
the Epiphany and to be presented with 
the garments worn by the ruler on that 
occasion.—New York Times.

The firsttfJa-'mp meeting at Round 


Lake was tiel* July 6, 1869, and was 
attended by more, thati 20,000 persons. 
More than a thousand vehicles and 
horses were in. the woods adjoining the 
grounds and nearly SOO tents were put 
UT> KMI the grounds. Two hundred and 
fifty ministers of Various denomina- 
tions were present at the daily servic- 
es, and there were p'Sopls present from 
26 states anid fraEajjEJaglajid and Can- 
ada. On July 15. 1874, the camp meet- 
tag- at Round)- Lake was honored by the 
presence of no leas a personage than 
Ulysses S. Grant, president of 
the 


United States. He arrived on a^train 
from Saratoga in the mwntng and was 
escorted to the preachers' stand, where 
he listened to a sermon by Rev. George 
Douglass of Montreal Canada, More 
than EOOO people- were on the grounds.

Knowledge That First Husband Was 


Alive May Have sent Second Away 


The case of Mrs Israel Levinosh, 


who* has been deserted by two hus- 
bands, as reported In this paper yes- 
terday, is a remarkable one in many 
ways. She is staying in Great Barring- 
ton, 
where ghe went from here six 


weeks ago. No trace of her second hus- 
band has been secured and she is at a 
loss to explain his action. The Great 
Barring-ton officers have secured no in- 
formation whatever as to when he left 
town or that he had intimated he was 
going. 


Mrs. Levinosh is not well, arid the 


overseers of the poor in Great Barring- 
ton have advised her to go to the state 
farm at Tewksbury, but she Is un- 
willing to do this. Mrs. Levin'osh was 
twice married, but both her husbands 
may be alive for all she knows 
She 


never received a divorce from her first 
husband, although she married Levln- 
•osh M good faith. 


The woman's 
maiden 
name was 


Helen Derry. 
She is now about 2? 


years of age. Her first marriage took 
place about seven years ago, she be- 
coming the bride of John Kane. She 
was then a resident of Fitchburg. 
Kane, she claims, was a drinking man 
and very cruel to her. In fact his 
treatment of her was such that she was 
compelled to leave him and make her 
home with her mother. One child had 
been born to her and it was shortly 
after the death of this child that Kane 
disappeared. 


Several months after her husband 


had departed from Fitchburg, Mrs. 
KarJe read an account of the death of 
a John Kane. The announcement was 
in a Metropolitan Insurance company 
paper and she had every reason to be- 
.ieve the mart was her husband. At 
this time she was living with her 
mother, the latter then being the wife 
of Adam Levinosh. The latter had one 
son Israel Levinosh, who was a fre- 
quent visitor at the house where Mrs. 
Kane was then making her home 
A 


friendship sprung up betweenl young 
Levinosh and Mrs. Kane and about 
three years ago they left Fitchburg and 
came to this city where she opened a 
boarding house and Levinosh secured 
employment. 


Believing that her former husbarJd 


was dead, she thought it all right to 
marry again. Accordingly on October 
22, 1899, she and 
Levinosh went to 


Pittsfield, where they were married, 
the ceremony being performed by Rev. 
Dr. W. V. W. Davis. 
Mr. and Mrs. 


Levinosh then returned to this city. 
Six weeks ago they werlt to Great 
Barrington, where the husband secured 
employment in Kelsey's steam laundry. 
They have occupied three rooms in an 
old house there and so far as known 
were living happily. Their son which 
waa borni in this city three months ago, 
was also a member of the family. 


When Levinosh departed 
Saturday 


night he took with him all the money 
they possessed. Mrs Levinosh had re- 
quested that they they take a walk 
down *ha street, but he excused him- 
self by stating that he had business 
with Mr. Keisey and had to get shaved. 
He said he would return shortly and 
then they could have a walk together. 
This was the last seen of Levintosh by 
his wife. 


It has been learned that Levinosh 


circulated stories, somewhat deroga- 
tory to the character of his wife. Re 
claimed that she was- married before 
and that her first husband 
-was- not 


dead. It was said that she had gone to 
Lancaster and written a letter ad- 
dressed to herself, the contents gomfe 
to show that her first husband was 
dead. 
It was claimed this letter 


brought about her second marriage. 


Mrs. Lervinosh was greatly surprised 


at the stories circulated by her hus- 
band. She said she had married the 
man satisfied that she was doing vhat 
was right She now fears that her first 
husband is alive and that Levinosh had 
got knowledge of his whereabouts anil 
fearing trouble bade a hasty retreat, 
leaving his wife in the lurch 
She is 


undecided as to what she will do.

BUILDING NEW ROUND HOUSE 


First One Big Enough for New Engines.

The Boston & Maine railroad is erect- 


ing a new round house in the yard at 
Middleburg street in Troy, for the ac- 
commodationi of engines of the Fitch- 
burg division. The old round hDuse, 
which was such only in name, as it is 
not round, is to be torn down as- soo,n 
as the new one is finished. The old 
building is a wooden shed 
The new 


building will be of brick, and will be 
about eighteen feet high in the front. 
There will be six stalls for that dum- 
ber of engines. 


This will be the first round house on 


the line built large enough for the new 
style of engines. The engines built 
during the list eight or ntme years ha-\ e 
been larger than those previous to that 
time, and the house now being con- 
structed will accommodate the largest 
of them. It is expected that the house 
will be ready for occupancy in a month
